J J H E N R Y CLEWS. New York tinanoier, in his weekly letter, has the fol­ 


lowing to say regard ing the war and bu siness: 
The second leap of the 


great Germ an ru sh on the western front lias end ed . 
In a few short weeks 


the enemy has recov ered territory that requ ired the Allies some tim e to 


win. 
This it m u st be acknowled ged was accomplished by su perior force. 


Bu t w hat is the net resu lt? 
The three probable objectiv es of the German 


arm y — d iv ision of the French and British, cru shing either army , or taking 


Paris— hav e all completely failed , and the position of the German forces 


tod ay is less secu re than when the d riv e began. 
W hat the nex t mpv e will 


be is not y et d iv u lged , and in the interim the enemy will 
fu lly occu pied 


consolid ating his lines, bringing u p big gu ns, su pplies, etc., and Improv ing 


transportation facilities. 
Possibly the lu ll following these su ccesses will 


be u tilized for fresh peace talk; bu t all su ch camou flage is u seless; becau se 


Germany will not be likely at present to offer term s satisfactory to the Al­ 


lies, and a German peace with its potentialities for another war is impos­ 


sible. 
We mu st not forget that Germany has no thou ght of retiring within 


her original bou nd aries; no willingness to giv e reparation for the rav ishing 


of small nations, and absolu tely no repentance w hatev er for either the colos­ 


sal crimes against ju stice and hu m anity or the wholesale v iolation of the 


entire moral cod e. 
Peace with su ch an u nscru pu lou s and immoral power 


as Pru ssian militarism is u nthinkable, and cannot bo ev en seriou sly con­ 


sid ered , u ntil that power has been cru shed , and in its place one established 


u pon id eals more consonant with mod ern civ ilization. 
N othing can compel 


su ch a change as this in the Pru ssian mind , or d estroy its lu st for world 


power, ex cept a d ecisiv e Allied v ictory , the ou tlook for which Improv es 


d aNy . 
British and French forces seem qu ite able to hold on, and the 


Americans are happily now being ru shed across in su rprising nu m bers. AI 


read y ou r hoy s hav e shown their m ettle and giv en the enem y a taste of 


what to ex pect; and v ery shortly they will prov e an im portant factor in 


the war. 
As for recent piratical su bm arine attacks on d efenseless American 


v essels In home waters, they will accomplish nothing ex cept stim u lating ou 


energies to a still keener pitch, and in this respect they will prov e more 


serv iceable to u s than to the enemy . 


There are two v ery encou raging factors in home bu siness affairs; the 


ou tlook for a big cotton crop and also for a large wheat crop, both of whh 


at this period promise to be record breakers. 
These are two of the most 


im portant crops raised in the United States, and their promise of abu nd ance 


is as encou raging to ou r Allies as to ou rselv es. 
In other respects the crop 


situ ation is fav orable, and if present ex pectations are realized they will 


tend to check high prices and profiteering; for while the Food A d m lnlstra 


tion,

the

In all ind u stries pertaining to the war there is Intense activ ity , and effort is 


being stead ily shifted from the u nnecessary to the necessary prod u cts. One 


'sou rce of u ncertainty has been remov ed , and that is labor, which is d isplay 


ing a high d egree of patriotism and stead ily increasing it 
itpu t; thu s 


offsetting to some ex tent the losses throu gh d rafting into the army . British 


labor has d ou bled its ou tpu t since the war began by means of intense effort 


and better method s. 
Su ch an increase of prod u ce here, howev er, is hard ly 


to be ex pected , for the reason that A m erican labor lias long been regard ed 


as more efficient than British and less inclined to u nfair restrictions. 
Ou r 


ind u stries are still mov ing in the d irection of m ore absolu te gov ernment 


control. 
The steel Ind u stry will probably be entirely regu lated at Wash 


ington within a v ery short tim e; and now the tex tile m anu factu rers arc 


looking in the sam e d irection, preferring the u niform ity of gov ernm ent con 


trol to the confu sion and u ncertainties of part gov ernm ent and part pri 


v ate control, with at the sam e time wid ely flu ctu ating m argins of profit and 


labor problem s to contend against. 
In all ind u strial affairs the prospects 


are for stricter gov ernm ent d irection of both prod u ction and d istribu tion 


d u ring the war. 
Su ch efforts were at first restricted to the su pplies of raw 


m aterials, bu t are now being d irected to not a few sem i-m anu factu red 


prod u cts. 
W hether gov ernm ent interv ention will ex tend into retail d is­ 


tribu tion cannot be foretold .

Will Clear Mountain Slide. 
By comb ining an endless conveyor 
with a powerful rotary fan, an inven­ 
tor claims to have constructed n rail­ 
road snowplow that will clear a track 
of snow of almost any depth, or a mix ­ 
ture of snow and deb ris, such as re­ 
sults from a slide on a mountain, says 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. The ma­ 
chine is b uilt on trucks, Is operated b y 
Its own engine, urul Is propelled from 
b ehind b y a locomotive. 
The endless 
conveyor Is mounted slantingly at the 
front, with the forward end close to 
the ground. 
As the plow advances, 
the nose is driven Into the snow, which 
Is steadily cut away b y the conveyor 
and discharged into a hood containing 
the fan, at the upper end of the In 
dine. The fun throws the snow either 
side of the track, Its delivery b eing 
regulated b y the position of the sides 
of the hood, which are adjustab le.

Good trees were remov ed and only 
culls were left in most cases in for­ 
mer y ears when a farmer sold timber, 
but tod ay high fuel p rices allow him 
to rev erse this operation. 
Profitable 
wood lots can be built up at the time 
he is selling cordwood cut from weed 
trees, d eformed and 
d ecay ed 
sp eci­ 
mens, culls, tops of felled trees 
and 
other waste material. 
Trees suitable for lumber 
can 
be 
sav ed , and any matei 
' not 
salable 
for sp ecial purpose:, t 
i be d isp osed 
of as firewood . 
Foresters at the Ohio 
Ex p eriment Station mention these con­ 
sid erations in choosing wood for fuel: 
All d own tim ber 
or 
the remains 
from logging 
op erations, 
which 
in­ 
clud e treetop s and 
slab 
p iles, 
are 
usually suitable for no other p urp ose 
than fueL 
Dead or d y ing and unsound 
trees 
and those which 
are d istorted or hav e 
wid e sp read ing 
crowns 
and 
short 
trunks should 
be remov ed . 
In stand s where the trees 
are too 
close together for good d ev elop ment, 
a thinning can 
be mad e and worked 
into fuel wood . 
The crooked unsound 
trees should be remov ed first and then 
those of lower lumber value. 
The following Ohio sp ecies are slow' 
growing or lack p rop er form and can 
be economically used for fuel: iron- 
wood , blue beech, red map le, 
beech, 
god wood . black gum, scarlet oak, sas­ 
safras, p in oak, swamp hickory 
and 
honey locust. 
Trunks 
which p rod uce good sound 
saw logs should not lit mad e into fuel 
wood . 
Market cond itions 
d etermine 
largely whether certain sp ecies should 
he d isp osed of as fuel or as lumber. 
Wood lots 
containing 
no 
y oung 
growth or rep rod uction may 
be 
in­ 
jured by sev ere cutting. 
Seed trees 
of the sp ecies d esired should be left 
at interv als to reestablish the stand . 
Grad ual op ening up of the tree crowns 
will giv e best results in wood lot im­ 
p rov ement. 
Fellings should not be mad e 
care­ 
lessly and without regard for p rotec­ 
tion of y oung growth. In d ense stand s 
of y oung growth road s should be cut 
for skid d ing out 
the 
fuel wood and 
logs. 
By substituting wood for 
p art 
of 
their coal, communities near 
wood ­ 
land s can p ermit coal to be d iv erted 
to ind ustries and the larger centers 
of p op ulation where need ed . 
If rural 
p eop le in Ohio rep laced one-fourth of 
their coal 
by 
wood , 
about 
twrelv e 
thousand carloads would be 
d iv erted 
to war ind ustries and these cars wrould 
bo released on the alread y ov erbur­ 
d ened railroad s. 
About 
sev en 
hun­ 
d red thousand cord s of w'ood now go­ 
ing to waste could be utilized in 
this 
State. 
Its v alue would be nearly 
six 
million d ollars in wages and stump age. 


BACK-YARD POULTRY 


By Feeding Table Scraps to Small 
Home Flocks Householders May 
Secure Cheap Egg Supply . 
Raising small back y ard 
flocks 
of 
thickens on table and kitchen scrap s 
40 p rod uce the family ’s eggs and p art 
of its m eat sup p ly is a soiution of one 
®f the p roblems of the high 
cost 
of 
liv ing, accord ing to Farm ers’ Bulletin 
8 8 9 of the Unked States Dep urtment 
of 
Agriculture, 
“B acky ard 
Poultry 
Keep ing.” Ev en as few as six or eight 
hens, say s the bulletin, should p rod ty co 
eggs enough, where used economical­ 
ly , for a family of four or fiv e p ersons 
throughout the entire y ear ex cep t d ur­ 
ing the molting p eriod of the tad and 
winter. 
By the p reserv ation in water- 
glass of surp lus eggs p rod uced d uring 
the sp ring and early 
summer, 
ev en 
this p eriod of scarcity can be p rov id ed 
for. The use of scrap s in feed ing will 
keep the cost of maintenance relativ e­ 
ly lowr, since only a small quantity of 
sup p lemental feed will be necessary . 
There is no necessity for the back­ 
y ard p oultry flock to become a nui­ 
sance to neighbors, say s the bulletin. 
If the house and y ard s are kep t reas­ 
onably clean there will be no annoy ­ 
ing od ors. The noise mad e by male 
bird s can best be eliminated , It 
is 
suggested , by the elimination of 
the 
male bird himself. The fact that there 
is no male in the flock will hav e 
ab­ 
solutely no effect on the num ber of 
eggs laid by the hen. 
One of the general-p urp ose breed s, 
such as Ply mouth 
Rock, Wy and otte, 
Rhod e Island Red , or 
Orp ington, is 
p referable to the sm aller breed s, sut-h 
as Leghorns, if the flock 
is to con­ 
tribute to the family meat sup p ly as 
well as to furnish eggs. 
If the p ro­ 
d uction of eggs is the p rincip al aim of 
the p oultry farmer, how’ev er, it will 
p ay to keep one 
of 
the 
egg breed s, 
since they eat lesa than 
the 
larger 
fowls. 
City p oultry keep ers 
usually 
will find it most ad v antageous to p ur- 
( 
v * * r.” 
:-\ 
for eeg p ro­ 
d uction. 
The housing 
facilities of the back 
lot need not be elaborate and may , in 
fact, be constructed from large pack­ 
ing cases or p iano box es. 
A 
floor 
sp ace of from 3 to 4 square feet per 
bird is amp le in the houses. The y ard 
sp ace should be from 20 to 30 square 
feet per bird . The back-y ard poultry * 
man, the bulletin points out, 
should 
take care in feed ing table and kitchen 
scrap s not to make use of decomposed 
waste material or 
moldy 
bread 
or 
cake, as such 
food may be seriously 
harmful to the fowls.

referred to may be had free on appli­ 
cation to the United

ment of Agriculture, Washington; D. 
C.

Uniformity of 
Production, 
Whether 
Egg» or Meat, Is Secured Through 
Maintenance of Well-Bred Flock. 
Stand ard p oultry , as the p hrase is 
commonly used in America, is p oultry 
bred to the stand ard s established 
by 
the American I’oultry Association. 
The object of making stand ard s for 
p oultry is the same as the object of 
making stand ard of 
weight, v olume, 
or quality for any p rod uct 
or 
com­ 
mod ity ; that is, to secure uniformity 
and establish a series of grad es as a 
basis of trad ing in the article. 
In 
making 
stand ard 
for 
p oultry 
which ap p ly in the p rocess of p rod uc­ 
tion the p rincip al p oints 
consid ered 
are size, shap e, and color. 
Size and shap e are breed characters 
and largely d etermine 
the 
p ractical 
v, lues 
of 
p oultry . 
color is not a p rimary utility p oint, 
but as a second ary p oint ofien comes 
In for sp ecial consid eration— For ex - 
auip ie, a white v ariety and a black 
v ariety of the same breed ate actually 
Id entical in table quality , but because 
black bird s d o not d ress for the m ar­ 
ket as clean and nice looking as white 
ones, it often hap p ens that they 
are 
not as salable. 
When a flock of fowls is kep t for 
egg p rod uction only , 
uniformity 
in 
color 
is 
much 
less imp ortant than 
ap p rox imate uniformity 
of 
size and 
ty p e, y et the more attractiv e ap p ear­ 
ance t» f a flock of bird s of the same 
color justifies selection for color as 
far as it can be followed without sac­ 
rificing any material p oint. 
When a p oultry keep er 
grows 
bis 
own stock y ear after y ear he ought by 
all means to use stock of a well-es­ 
tablished p op ular stand ard breed . 
By 
d oing so and by selecting as breed ers 
only as many of the best sp ecimens of 
the flock as are need ed to p rod uce the 
chickens reared each y ear, a p oultry 
keep er maintains in his flock a highly 
d esirable uniformity of ex cellence 
in 
ev ery p ractical quality and with little 
ex tra care and no ex tra cost can hav e 
a p leasing uniformity in color. 
To the nov ice in p oultry keep ing it 
often ap p ears that there is no real ne­ 
cessity for so many breed s and v arie­ 
ties 
as 
hav e 
been 
stand ard ized in 
America. 
Further acquaintance with 
them, howev er, shows 
that ulthough 
color d ifferences are 
in 
most cases 
mad e merely to p lease the ey es of p er­ 
sons hav ing d ifferent p references for 
color, the d ifferences in shap e and size 
which 
make 
breed 
character hav e 
been d ev elop ed with a view' to ad ap t­ 
ing each to p articular uses or p articu­ 
lar cond itions. 
Leav ing out 
of consid eration 
the 
breed s kep t as 
nov elties, 
most 
of 
which originated before ind ustrial p ro­ 
gress created a large d emand for p oul­ 
try p rod ucts, all the stand ard Ameri­ 
can breed s of fowls hav e been mad e 
and d ev elop ed on the general p rincip le 
of p ractical quality , the found ation of 
breed , character, and v alue. 
In harmony with this p rincip le the 
common classification 
of 
breed s ac­ 
cord ing to their p lace in the general 
scheme of p oultry p rod uction d iv id es 
them 
into 
three 
p rincip al 
classes, 
namely , lay ing breed s—that is, breed s 
that are not as read y and p ersistent 
egg p rod ucers 
as 
the lay ing breed s, 
meat 
breed s, 
and 
general-p urp ose 
breed s—that is, breed s that are not as 
read y and p ersistent egg p rod ucers as 
the lay ing breed s, and not as meaty 
and as easy to fatten as 
the 
meat 
breed s, y et combine in one ind iv id ual 
fowl v ery good lay ing cap acity with 
v ery good table quality . 
The Leghorn, Minorca, And alusian, 
Ancona, and Camp ine are well-known 
breed s of the lay ing class; the Brah­ 
ma, Dorking, and Cornish of the meat 
class; the Ply mouth Rock, Wy and otte, 
Rnod e Island lied , and Orp ington 
of 
the general-p urp ose class. 
The breed s mentioned as of the lay ­ 
ing class, with the ex cep tion of 
the 
Minorca, are 
relativ ely 
small, 
v ery 
energetic and liv ely , mature early , and 
are easily kep t in good lay ing cond i­ 
tion. 
The Minorca is of larger size 
and mod ified somewhat in the 
other 
p articulars mentioned , y et has more 
the character of the lay ing class than 
of any other. 
In the meat breed s there is not the 
same uniformity of ty p e that Is found 
in the lay ing breed s. 
The three men­ 
tioned are 
all 
quite d ifferent. 
The 
Brahma is most p op ular because it is 
at the same time the largest and the 
most 
rugged 
in 
constitution. 
The 
Dorking ex cels in quality of meat but 
is 
generally 
consid ered 
somewhat 
lacking in hard iness. 
The Cornish is 
rather hard meated , 
but 
being 
v ery 
short-feathered has its sp ecial p lace as 
a large meat-p rod ucing fowi in south­ 
erly sections where the more heav ily 
feathered Brahma d oes not stand the 
summers well. 
Among the p op ular breed s of 
the 
general-p urp ose class there are 
also 
d ifferences in ty p e, ad ap ting 
breed s 
to d ifferent uses. The Ply mouth Rock 
is generally regard ed as the ty p e meet­ 
ing the wid est range of requirements 
in the general-p urp ose class. 
The Wy and otte is a little 
smaller 
and earlier maturing, but still 
v ery 
well meated and easy to fatten. 
The Rhod e Island Red 
has 
nearly 
the same stand ard s of weight as the 
Wy and otte, but is a more activ e bird , 
not p utting on fat so read ily , conse­ 
quently it ap p roaches the lay ing ty p e 
and is p op ular with those who 
want 
eggs and meat, but w'ant eggs most. 
The Orp ington is at the other 
ex ­ 
trem e in 
the 
general-p urp ose class, 
being a heav ier, meatier fowl than the 
Ply mouth Rock. 
Such a list of breed s afford s so wid e 
a range of choice that p oultry keep ­ 
ers can alway s select a stand ard breed 
better ad ap ted to their locality 
and 
their p urp ose than 
any 
nonstand ard 
stock they can p rocure, 
and 
hav ing 
the further 
adv antage of rep rod ucing 
true to ty pe.
